The rural areas of Chaxievoix County 
showed dramatic growth from 1970 to 
1980, according to final census figures 
which have just been received. 

As a whole, the population of 
Charlevoix County increased 20.3 per- 
cent, from 16,541 to 19,907. Almost all 
of that growth was in the rural areas. 

The county’s three cities grew by a 
total of only 300 people, or 3.5 percent, 
while the townships grew by 3,006 at a 

_ rate of 38 percent. 


The townships and the Villagé of 


‘Boyne Falls, taken together, increased 
from 8,012 to 11,078 in the 10 year span. 
Following a national trend, there are 


now more people living in rural areas 
than in cities in both our county and the 
nation. 

In 1970, only 48 percent of the county 
populace lived in rural areas. Now 
nearly 56 percent are living in the 
townships. 

As previously reported in preliminary 
census figures, the City of Charlevoix 
was the only municipal unit in the 
county to lose population in the past 10 
years, dropping from 3,519 to 3,296, a 
6.3 percent decrease. 

Boyne City became the largest city in 
the county by a margin of 52 people, 
growing 12.8 percent from 2,969 to 
3,348. 
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Census shows big growth in townships 


The county’s third city, East Jordan, 
showed a modest 7.1 percent increase to 
2,185. | 

The most dramatic growth was in 
Hayes and Wilson Townships. 

Wilson showed the greatest percen- 
tage increase by growing from 650 to 
1,199--a jump of 84.5 percent. 

Wilson’s 549 increase was second in 
pure growth to Hayes, which grew by 
568 people from 706 to 1,274. That 80.4 
percent increase makes Hayes the most 
populous township over second place 
South Arm, which grew 24 percent to 
1,237. 

In terms of pure growth, the City of 
Boyne City is third in the county after

The interviews were conducted in the 
offices of Real Estate One in Boyne 
City, and many of the local people were 
lined up on short notice by Arlene 
Kuhn. Kuhn is an associate broker for 
the firm, who was asked to help out ‘‘by 
a friend of a friend’’ of Judy Wright, an 
Ultra Media. representative who is 
working on the commercial. 


The theme of the commercial, Kuhn 
said, will be ‘‘Yes—Michigan,’’ upbeat 
and positive. 

She said a considerabie portion of the 
filming will be done at Boyne Mountain 
and Boyne Higlilands, plus other scenes 
in the Upper Peninsula. 

Scenes will include skiing, skating, 
tobogganing, sleigh rides, ice fishing 
and even some romantic ‘‘apres ski’’ 
fireplace shots. One of Kuhn's jobs was 
to provide the production crew with the 
names of area residents who had large, 
attractive fireplaces.

Townships showing the slowest 
growth rates were Boyne Valley with a 
13.8 percent increase, and Melrose with 
a 14.1 percent increase. 

The smallest townships are still 
Peaine on Beaver Island with 81 
residents and Chandler with 132. 

A boom in second homes is suggested 
by the fact that the number of housing 
units in the county increased by 45.9 
percent—more than twice the growth 
tate of the population. 

Despite its drop in population, the 
City of Charlevoix showed a 19.7 
percent increase in the nuthber of 
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housing units. Charlevoix now has 1,779 
housing units to lead the county in that 
category. 

Boyne City is second with 1,563 
housing units, an increase of nearly 40 
percent in 10 years. 

The most dramatic growth rate in 
housing units came in sparsely populat- 
ed Hudson Township. Housing units 
increased 365 percent from 83 to 386. 

Housing units increased by 303 while 
the population increased by, only 124 in 
Hudson. 

There are now more houses (386) 
than people (343) in Hudson Township. 
The only other township with this 
phenomenon is Peaine, which has 231 
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25 cents 


housing units and 81 people. 

The census also breaks down the 
population by race, showing that 98 
percent of the population is white. The 
temaining two percent includes 325 
people of Indian descent, 62 Spanish, 38 
Asian, 15 Black and 18 other. 

The population breakdown is now 
being used by the county reapportion- 
ment board to draw new boundaries for 
the districts by which county com- 
missioners are elected. 

Their task is to rearrange the dis- 
tricts so they are nearly equal in 
population while at the same time trying 
to keep the districts square-shaped and 
to avoid splitting parts of townships and 
cities between districts.

of the whole concept of narrowing the 
usable roadway at the street corners. 

1, Snow removal—Anyone ' can see 
that this new design is going to cause 
problems. It’s going to be real awkward 
plowing around these corners. It will 
require more time and cost more 
money. The curbs will take a real 
veating—1 guarantee that. If they stock 
pile the snow on these corners—as has 
been suggested—they will only make a 
dangerous situation worse. 

2. Traffic flow—Any qualified traffic 
engineer will tell you to- widen the 
roadway at busy intersections if at all 
possible to allow for turns, both right 
and left and still maintain the free flow 
of through traffic. Certainly you don’t 
intentionally narrow them. The plan- 
ners have disregarded this rule entirely 
and have deliberately restricted the flow 
of traffic. Traffic could very well get 
backed up for the fuil length of the block 
waiting for a car at the light to make a 
left turn. 1 don’t think the merchants 
will be very happy about this. With the 
Harborage development coming along 
and the railroad property ready to go, 
our downtown traffic could very well 
triple in the next three or four years. 
Then the traffic flow problem will really 
get bad. The truck drivers certainly 
won't like it. It will be interesting to 
watch a big semi get onto Water Street 
from Park in heavy traffic. How about 
fire trucks?
